Respected  and  Dear  Sir: — You  know,  1  believe,  that 
several  of  the  ministers  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  pro¬ 
mised  when  at  the  Convention  in  Norfolk,  to  visit  us 
and  hold  an  Association  here.  I  know  it  will  gladden 
your  heart  when  1  tell  you  they  have  done  so,  and 
“  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  for  He  has  visited 
and  redeemed  his  people.”  Yes!  they  came  in  the 
spirit  and  power  of  the  Lord,  to  an  anxious  people, 
in  whose  hearts  tlie  good  seed  had  been  sown  by 
three  successive  faithful  pastors,  and  they  have  reaped 
abundantly  I  trust  to  the  glory  of  God.  But  they  also 
have  faitlifully  sowed  much  precious  seed  here;  they 
preached  for  us  five  days  in  succession,  at  morning, 
noon,  and  night,  and  held  a  prayer-meeijig  every 
morning  at  6  o’clock.  The  inhabitants  of  our  city, 
without  distinction  of  sect,  flocked  to  tlie  church  as 
doves  to  their  windows.  Wc  all  w'orshipped  our 
God  with  one  heart  and  one  voice,  from  the  rising  to 
the  setting  of  tlie  sun — yea,  after  the  stars  were  lit,  and 
the  lamp  of  niglit  hung  high  in  the  firmament. 

We  had  five  ministers,  including  our  own  dear 
Pastor,  Dr.  Empie,  viz: — Dr.  Ducachet,  from  Norfolk, 
Mr.  Grammar,  from  Dinwiddie,  Mr.  Lee,  from  Rich¬ 
mond,  and  Mr.  Cole,  from  Gloucester,  who  pleaded 
their  Master’s  cause  in  the  most  eloquent,  fervent,  and 
aiFectionate  manner — who  prayed  with  and  for  us  in 
the  true  spirit  of  devotion,  and  wept  with  brotherly 
affection  over  peiishing  souls.  The  Lord  was  with 
them,  and  that  blessed  Saviour  whom  they  held  up  as 
“the  Lamb  of  God  that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the 
world,”  the  only  one  through  whom  we  can  be  saved, 
was  in  the  midst  of  us,  imploring  guilty  and  self- 
ligliteous  man  to  accept  of  Him  as  a  ransom  for  his 
sins,  and  his  perfect  rigliteoiisness  as  a  garment  of 
salvation.  As  many  seemed  inclined  to  accept  the 
Saviour’s  gracious  invitations,  the  ministers  instituted 
meetings  for  inquirers,  nine  of  w  hom  made  up  their 
minds  to  dedicate  lliemselvcs  to  God — fourteen  are 
impressed  with  the  necessity  of  so  doing,  and  six 
others  have  for  the  first  time  publicly  devoted  them¬ 
selves  to  that  beloved  Redeemer,  by  partaking  of  the 
sacred  memorials  of  Ills  dying  love.

It 
was  the  first  time  that  a  Bishop  of  our  church  had 
ever  visited  this  part  of  the  country.  One  aged  man, 
who  repeated  bis  vows  to  God  on  this  occasion,  de¬ 
clared,  that  Bishop  .Meade  was  the  first  Bishop  he  had 
ever  seen,  although  he  had  been  educated  in  early 
life,  in  the  “  Old  Church”  of  Virginia.  Eight  of  the 
persons,  not  already  communicants,  came  forward  af¬ 
terwards  to  the  Lord’s  Supper.  Nothing  could  exceed 
the  impassioned  solemnity  of  the  Bishop’s  manner, 
whilst  engaged  in  laying  on  of  hands,  and  whilst  giv¬ 
ing  his  parting  advice  and  benediction  to  the  persons 
confirmed.  Grant  that  many  of  the  tears  on  this 
occasion  resulted  from  other  than  purely  devotional 
feeling;  yet  surely  they  indicated  a  depth  and  since¬

And  surely 
no  candid  observer  could  have  fistened  to  the  Bishop’s 
advice  to  this  little  band  of  thoughtful  and  pi-aying 
young  Christians,  and  witnessed  the  effect  of  tlie 
entire  solemnity,  without  the  conviction,  that  confir¬ 
mation  rightly  prepared  for,  and  solemnly  adminis¬ 
tered,  must  be  an  invaluable  aid  to  every  Parish  minis¬ 
ter,  in  his  endeavours  to  lead  his  little  flock  through 
a  w’orld  of  temptation,  to  mansions  of  rest  and  glory. 

The  readers  of  the  Recorder  have  several  times 
been  reminded  of  the  exemplary  exertions  of  the  very 
few  Episcopalians  in  Danville  and  its  neighbourhood, 
to  erect  this  little  church  which  has  just  been  conse-  i 
crated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God.  How  often 
is  a  Christian  observer  of  town  and  country,  struck 
with  the  contrast  between  the  lavish  and  absolutely 
gorgeous  and  luxurious  provisions  of  the  citizen  in 
the  house  of  God,  and  the  poor  and  homely  accom¬ 
modations  of  the  best  of  Christians  in  the  country. 
Tlie  one  purchased  by  the  mere  fragments  of  a  waste¬ 
ful  and  extravagant  expenditure,  the  latter  procured 
by  stern  effort,  severe  sacrifices,  and  painful  sell'-de. 
nial.  When  this  contrast  is  carried  still  further,  and 
the  injurious  luxuries  of  the  city  parlour,  are  compared 
with  the  unfinished,  unp.aintcd,  scanty  fixtures  and 
furniture  of  country  churches;  how  strongly  is  the 
feeling  brought  home  to  the  heart, — would  to  God 
that  our  brethren  and  sisters,  who  are  more  than 
abounding  in  all  the  good  things  of  this  world,  would 
now  and  then  forego  the  poor  pleasure  of  adding  a 
new  sofa  to  the  crowded  furniture  of  the  drawing¬ 
room,  or  of  purchasing  a  fine  set  of  plate,  and  pitying 
the  poverty  of  their  destitute,  but  pious  brethren  in 
the  country,  w'ould  supply  the  means  of  finishing  an 
unfinished  church,  or  providing  it  with  decent  furni¬ 
ture,  and  plate  for  the  celebration  of  the  holy  offices 
of  religion.  This  very  church  in  Danville,  wants  the 
tower  finished,  the  vestibule  plaistered  and  painted,  and 
a  small  organ  to  aid  the  music.  The  last  is  not  a  mere 
luxury.  In  many  parts  of  the  country  it  is  so  seldom

FOUR  DAYS  MEETINGS. 

It  is  supposed  by  many,  that  meetings  of  this  kind 
are  uncommon  in  the  Episcop.al  Church.  This  is  an 
entire  mistake.  In  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  and  Vir¬ 
ginia,  they  have  been  held  for  years,  though  under 
the  term  “Association.”  For  the  last  four  or  five 
years,  they  have  been  common  in  this  Diocese,  and 
have  been  attended  with  the  most  blessed  effects.  I 
use  the  word  Four  days,  as  that  is  the  usual  time 
among  many  denominations.

After  passing  a  year  in  New  Haven,  as  a  resi¬ 
dent  graduate,  he  entered  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Andover,  and  after  spending  a  year  in  that  institution, 
he  joined  the  General  Seminary  in  New  York.  He 
was  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  Griswold  in  the  spring 
of  1826,  travelleil  through  the  Canadas,  and  the  South¬ 
ern  States,  and  subsequently  officiated  at  Georgetown, 
D.  C.,  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  and  Quincy,  Mass.,  where,  as 
in  all  the  places  where  he  was  known,  his  talents, 
virtues,  and  piety,  w'ill  long  be  remembered  and  cher¬ 
ished.

MISSIONS. 

The  following  remarks  from  the  New  York  Obser¬ 
ver,  refer  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  Ame¬ 
rican  Hoard  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions, 
but  cannot,  we  think,  be  read  without  interest  by  any 
friend  of  Missions  in  our  own  Church. 

There  is  alas!  no  such  crisis  in  the  affairs  of  our 
Missionary  Society.  We  cannot  point  to  fifteen  or 
Bixteeii,  who  are  waiting  for  means  to  bear  them  to  the 
heathen  world.  The  scale  of  our  opportunities  and 
our  capacities  is  at  present  nearly  balanced.  But  the 
call  to  us  is  on  this  account  the  more  urgent.  We 
must  not  be  content  with  an  occasional  contribution  to 
Missionary  funds,  or  a  solitary  prayer  for  Missionary 
objects.  W’e  should  have  our  minds  deeply  imbued 
with  a  Missionary  spirit,  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  un¬ 
converted  world  should  be  the  constant  subject  of  our 
prayers.  We  should  pray,  not  merely  to  discharge  a 
duty  which  presses  upon  the  conscience,  but  from  the 
belief  that  the  petitions  which  we  offer  will  be  grant¬ 
ed.  M'e  should  cherisli  a  solicitude  for  tlie  salvation 
of  the  heathen,  by  meditating  upon  their  situation, 
tracing  witli  prayerful  interest  the  steps  of  those  who 
are  labouring  for  tl)eir  welfare,  and  systemaiically  con¬ 
tributing  a  portion  of  our  substance  towards  the  ef¬ 
forts  which  are  made  for  their  salvation.  Did  every 
Christian  among  us  pursue  this  course,  tve  too  should 
have  many  an  appeal  to  make  to  the  Church,  such  as 
we  now  record.

The  time  however,  at  length  drew  near  that  he  must 
die.  He  had  always  teen  in  the  habit  of  suitably  im¬ 
proving  the  returning  period  of  the  assizes,  and  on  the 
Assize  Sunday,  March  21,  1913,  he  preached  in  the 
evening  with  considerable  animation  from  James  v.  9. 

On  the 
Monday,  he  preached  in  the  town  raol,  and  visited 
some  prisoners  charged  with  capital  offences  in  the 
county  prison.  On  the  Tuesday  evening  he  preached 
from  Rom.  iii.  21 — 24,  and  returning  home  appeared 
very  unwell.  On  the  Wednesday  morning  he  rose  at 
his  usual  hour — took  his  early  breakfast — and  carried, 
as  was  his  custom,  a  cup  of  ten  to  Mrs.  Robinson. 
He  then  transacted  some  business  with  Mr.  Wood, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Bible  Society,  with  reference  to 
the  approaching  anniversary,  and  retired  to  dress; 
w’hen  just  as  he  had  taken  his  razor  to  shave  himself, 
he  was  seized  with  an  attack  of  apople.xy.  He  con¬ 
trived  to  ring  the  tell,  and  was  immediately  conveyed 
to  his  bed,  and  every  means  that  medical  skill  could 
suggest  was  resorted  to,  but  all  in  vain — he  never 
spoke  more,  but  died  at  five  o’clock  that  afternoon, 
March  24,  1813. 

The  tidings  of  his  death  produced,  through  a  very 
extensive  circuit,  the  utmost  consternation  and  dis¬ 
tress.  Every  objection  which  had  formerly  teen  ad¬ 
vanced  against  his  principles  and  conduct  had  long 
before  teen  completely  answered.  All  felt  this  is  a 
righteous  man.  Multitudes  who  had  never  attended 
his  ministry  lamented  the  loss  they  had  sustained, 
while  his  beloved  and  attached  people  felt  the  over- 
w’helming  force  of  that  blow  which  had  thus  suddenly 
removed  their  Pastor  from  their  head.

Never  until  the  present  time,  ha.s  the  Board  seen 
any  thing  that  might  be  termed  a  crisis  in  its  affairs. 
It  has  always  been  able  to  send  out  all  suitable  men, 
who  applied  for  an  appointment  as  missionaries,  and 
never  rejected  any  such  man  for  want  of  funds.  Ne¬ 
ver  has  there  teen  a  necessity,  to  my  knowledge,  of 
saying  to  its  accepted  missionaries,  as  a  body,  ‘  You 
cannot  be  sent  forth  until  funds  are  more  literally  af¬ 
forded  by  the  churches.’  Candidates  for  missionary 
employment,  connected  with  the  Board,  w'ere  there¬ 
fore,  never  placed  in  just  such  a  situation,  as  they 
now  are.  I’his  situation  has  been  very  frankly  ex¬ 
plained  to  them.  They  have  been  exhorted  not  to 
be  disheartened,  and  not,  by  any  means,  to  relinquish 
their  purpose  of  being  missionaries,  “if  the  Lord 
will;”  but  have  teen  told  Jiow  the  case  stands: — 
that  the  receipts  of  tho  Board  fell  20,000  dollars 
short  the  last  year  of  what  they  were  the  year  be¬ 
fore  and  of  course  occasioned  a  debt  to  that  amount 
— that,  reduced  as  were  the  receipts  of  last  year, 
they  have  the  present  year  been  hitherto  somewhat 
less — that  the  sending  out  of  any  considerable  num- 
ber  of  missionaries  in  these  circumstances,  would  not 
be  justifiable — and  that  it  may  be  some  time  before 
the  churches  furnish  the  means  requisite  for  so  doin«z. 

This  has  called  forth  from  these  brethren,  most  of 
whom  are  in  senior  classes  of  theological  seminaries 
in  New-England  and  the  Middle  States,  a  general 
and  affecting  expression  of  feeling,  which  ought  to 
be  known  to  the  patrons  of  the  Board.  From  their 
letters,  now  lying  before  me,  I  will  quote  some  of 
the  passages,  that  briefly  illustrate  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  affected  by  their  present  prospects. 
One  who  completed  his  studies  last  autumn,  and  has 
been  waiting  several  months,  thus  writes: 

“  Nearly  eleven  years  ago,  I  left  the  plough,  and 
commenced  my  Latin  grammar,  with  the  hope  that 
God  might  make  use  of  me  in  preaching  the  Gospel 
of  His  dear  Son  in  some  of  the  dark  p  aces  of  the 
earth.  This  hope  has  never  been  abandoned,  nor 
my  purpose  lost  sight  of.  My  debts  are  now  nearly 
paid,  and  as  you  have  signified  a  willingness  to  em¬ 
ploy  me  in  preaching  Christ  to  the  heathen,  I  am 
ready  to  ask,  Why  wait  I  longer  in  America  1  Thirty 
years  of  my  life  are  now  gone.  During  eleven  of 
tliese  years  I  have  had  a  mission  in  anticipation,  and 
if  I  am  ever  to  do  any  thing  directly  for  the  salva-j 
tion  of  the  heathen,  is  it  not  high  time  for  me  to  be 
in  the  field  1  Nearly  200,OtX),000,  who  were  sitting 
in  heathen  darkness  when  I  first  began  to  think  of  a 
missionary  lile,  have  since  passed  into  eternity,  ig¬ 
norant  of  the  Gospel  of  salvation !  Every  month  that 
I  delay,  the  congregation  of  the  unevangelized  dead 
is  increased  by  a  million  and  a  half,  while  the  sands 
of  my  own  life  are  running  with  the  utmost  rapidity. 
Could  we  go  in  this  warfare  at  our  own  charges,  I 
feel  confident  there  are  not  a  few  who  would  make 
the  attempt.  But  oceans  cannot  be  traversed,  nor 
Bibles  distributed  and  schools  established,  without  ex¬ 
pense  ;  and  this  cannot  be  borne  by  those  who  have 
nothing,  and  who  consecrate  themselves  to  labourin<r 
directly  for  the  salvation  of  the  heathen.  Can  you  niH 
devise  some  way  for  us  to  go  J” 

Is  there  a  disciple  of  Christ,  who  can  resist  such  an 
appeal,  and  say  to  this  man,  your  long  projected  mis¬ 
sion  to  the  heathen  must  be  deferred  still  longer  ?  O 
Christians,  how  can  you  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
to  raise  up  labourers,  if  you  refuse  to  send  those  into 
the  field,  whom  he  graciously  provides?  Another  of 
the  accepted  missionaries  of  the  Board,  who  has  had  a 
minion  in  view  ever  since  he  commenced  his  prepa¬ 
rations  for  the  ministry,  writes  in  this  manner: _ 

“  I  have  not  property  to  give,  but  I  will  give  ray  life. 
This  is  the  only  way  I  can  satisfy  my  conscience,  un¬ 
less  Providence  should  interp<^  some  unforeseen  ob¬ 
stacle  to  prevent  my  becuining  a  missionary.  To 
preach  that  Name,  which  all  heaven  adores,  among 
the  heathen,  is  the  highest  honour  mv  heart  desirps  in 
thi.  world,  nnd  1  am  aniioua  to  be  int  foVth?al^n 
as  possible.  Life  at  longest  is  short,  and  there  is 
much  to  be  done,  before  full  access  can  be  had  to  the 
heathen;  and  they  are  perishing,  even  while  their 
imploring  hands  are  stretched  out  to  the  Christian 
world  for  help.  Thousands  and  thousands  of  them 
would  embrace  the  Gospel,  if  it  were  preached  to 
them.  The  missionaries  already  in  the  field  also  send 
back  the  earnest  solicitation,  Cb//ic  over  and  help  us.

I  I  have  numerous  documents  in  my  possession  which 
confirm  the  fact  that  the  Jesuits,  driven  from  Europe, 
turned  their  attention  to  the  West  and  have  conspired 
to  gain  the  American  Republic  to  their  interests.

have  begun  20  years  ago;  we  have  gained  our  object; 
and  fve  now  bid  you  defiance.'^  And  it  is  well  known 
that  the  Catholics  are  finishing  a  Cathedral  in  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  which  is  one  of  the  most  splendid  edifices  in 
the  United  Slates.  And  th«  Pope  has  contributed 
$50,000  to  that  building  alone.  This  is  well  known 
in  Pittsburgh.  I  would  also  state  that  in  the  western 
states  they  are  building  chapels  in  each  prominent 
situation,  even  where  there  Is  scarcely  a  single  Catho¬ 
lic  family,  and  they  are  at  no  loss  for  funds.  From 
New  Orleans  to  Baltimore,  says  Lorenzo  Dow,  the 
number  of  Roman  chapels  and  schools  and  academie.s, 
now  going  forward,  is  almost  incredible.  The  Jesuits, 
even  now,  have  the  control  of  the  best  male  and  female 
academies  along  the  Mississippi,  from  St.  Louis  to 
New  Orleans.  And  I  have  in  my  possession  several 
anecdotes  that  would  pain  the  soul  of  every  sincere 
Protestant.  You  have  no  idea  of  the  diligence  and 
activity  of  the  Jesuits.  I  heard  it  stated,  a  few  days  ago, 
that  in  one  vessel  from  France  no  less  than  15  Jesuits 
Priests  arrived  on  our  shores.  They  proceeded  di¬ 
rectly  to  the  valley  of  the  West.  The  Jesuits  lately 
bought  an  Episcopal  church  in  Hartford.  The  money 
was  paid  and  the  receipt  was  taken  by  the  Austrian 
Consul!  Another  Catholic  power  paid  the  money  and 
took  a  receipt  for  another  building,  a  few  months  ago. 
In  Monroe  County,  Michigpin,  the  Catholics  are  so 
strong  that  they  show  their  genuine  spirit,  and  actual¬ 
ly  control  the  elections. 

1  have  a  letter  before  me,  from  the  place,  stating 
that  the  priests  contrive  to  have  their  tickets  printed 
on  coloured  paper,  and  all  who  vote  against  them  are 
thence  marked  and  denounced. 

And  the  increase  of  the  Papists  in  the  United  States 
is  beyond  the  belief  of  those  who  have  not  attended 
to  this  subject.  They  count  from  35,000  to  40,000  in 
New  York  city.  They  are  already  the  most  numerous 
denomination  in  Philadelphia,  that  is  to  say,  they  have 
12  distinct  and  crowded  congregations  every  Subba'h, 
in  4  large  chapels.  That  is,  the  12  officiating  priests 
say  mass  12  times;  three  times  in  each  chapel,  and 
three  distinct  congp*eg«tions  who  succeed  each  other, 
morning,  afternoon  and  evening,  and  they  are  building 
two  new  chapels.  The  Catholics  are  in  the  habit  of 
distributing  some  20,000  to  30,000  religious  papers 
weekly.  They  have  the  Jesuit  of  Boston  ;  a  paper  at 
Hartford,  Con.;  The  TVuth  'Teller  of  this  city;  the  Me¬ 
tropolitan  of  Baltimore,  and  the  Catholie  Miscellany  of 
Charleston.  They  have  also  papers  in  the  West.  In 
a  word,  I  have  now  before  me  letters  from  Boston  all 
over  the  United  States,  to  New  Orleans  and  St.  Louis, 
stating  the  astonishing  pains,  zeal,  activity  and  success 
of  the  Jesuits  in  making  converts  to  the  Roman  super¬ 
stition.  And  1  am  warranted  to  say,  that  if  they 
increase  in  the  same  proportion  for  the  next  50  years, 
the  population  of  these  states  being,  say  50  millions, 
the  Roman  Catholics  will  have  a  majority  in  the  West. 
Then  comes  a  Catholic  government  and  the  overthrow 
of  your  free  institutions. 

This  is  the  very  idea  advanced  by  the  famous  ex- 
bishop  Pradt,  in  his  admirable  volume  on  Jesuitism, 
written  in  French,  “  The  Jesuits,”  says  he,  “  expelled 
37  times  from  the  European  governments,  turn,  now, 
their  zeal  to  the  United  States  of  North  America:  and 
soon  will  it  be  seen,”  says  that  truly  wise  man, 


“  whether  they  ahall  not  embarrass  the  government  nf 
the  United  States.  * 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  besides  the 
Propaganda*'  of  Rome,  the  ‘‘  De  propaganda"  of  Franca 
has  been  the  most  efficient  in  France  and  in  our  coun 
try,  in  spreading  Catholic  tenets.  The  blow  received 
by  the  Catholics  in  France,  has  been  very  fatal  to  their- 
cause.  But  so  much  the  worse  for  us.  They  turn  their 

surplus  funds  and  surplus  labours,  with  a  stimulated 
zeal,  to  convert  the  United  States,  now  that  country  w 
nearly  lost  to  them. 

And  the  plan  adopted  in  France,  under  the  Jesuit 
Cheverus,  who  was  lately  the  Bishop  of  Boston,  and 
now  created  a  prelate  in  France,  is  to  establish  schools, 
academies  and  colleges,  at  every  prominent  point,  and 
secure  the’ rising  generation,  male  and  especially  fe. 
male.  And  it  is  in  the  furtherance  of  this  one  great 
combined  plan  that  the  Catholic  bishop  of  New  York 
has  been  to  visit  Rome  and  gain  contributions. 
ready  is  it  announced  that  a  college  is  to  be  reared  in 
our  city  or  on  the  banks  of  the  Hudson  to  gain  the 
New’  York  youth  to  the  holy  see. — Protestant. 


I  On  the  following  Monday  his  remains  were  attend¬ 
ed  by  an  immense  assemblage  of  mourning  spectators 
j  to  the  silent  tomb.

I  and  two  were  subsequently  published,  one  by  the  Hon. 

1  and  Rev.  Dr.  Ryder,  the  present  Bishop  of  Litchfield 
land  Coventry;  the  other  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Web- 
i  ster,  Vicar  of  Oakington :  but  the  most  splendid  testi¬ 
mony  to  his  character  and  conduct  is  that  delivered  by 
the  late  Rev.  Robert  Hall  at  the  meeting  of  the  Lei¬ 
cester  Auxiliary  Bible  Society,  which  took  place  im¬ 
mediately  after  Mr.  R.’s  decease,  and  which  is  annexed 
to  the  brief  memoir  prefixed  to  the  later  editions  of  the 
Scripture  Characters.* 

Mr.  Robinson  had  eleven  children,  six  of  whom  died 
in  early  years,  and  only  two  now  survive,  namely,  his 
eldest  daughter  Mrs.  Rist,  and  his  youngest  son,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Robinson,  M.  A.  Archdeacon  of  Madras, 
whose  zealous  labours,  and  valuable  publications,  evince 
that  he  is  actuated  by  the  same  spirit  which  shone 
forth  so  pre-eminently  in  his  honoured  father.  Mr. 
Robinson’s  second  and  third  daughters,  Mrs.  Cort  and 
Mrs.  Hall,  died,  the  one  in  1807,  and  the  other  in  1809. 
Mr.  R.’s  eldest  son,  James  Robinson,  Esq.  went  out 
as  surgeon  to  the  East  Indies  about  1S04,  and  after  at¬ 
taining  considerable  eminence  both  as  a  Christian  and 
a  medical  man,  died  there  a  few  years  after  his  father’s 
decease. 


•  The  memoir  here  proceeds  with  an  account  of 
Mr.  Robinson’s  second  marriage  “  to  the  widow  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Gerard,  formerly  warden  of  Wadham  College 
Oxford,”  and  an  explanation  of  some  circumstances  in 
his  subsequent  domestic  economy,  which  gave  rise 
among  his  enemies  to  new  prejudices.  The  whole 
account,  with  one  or  two  other  comparatively  unim¬ 
portant  incidents  we  are  obliged  for  want  of  room,  to 
omit. 


NEW  TORK  SUNRAT  SCHOOL  UNION. 

The  Journal  of  Commerce  says  that  there  are  now 
in  operation  in  this  city,  connected  with  this  Union, 
58  schools,  containing  11,273  scholars,  and  instructed 
by  1,735  superintendents  and  teachers.  Of  the 
teachers  233,  and  222  of  the  scholars  have  made  a  pro¬ 
fession  of  religion  since  the  last  annual  report.  The 
whole  number  of  teachers  who  are  professors  of  reli¬ 
gion  is  1260,  and  of  scholars  247.  There  are  49  Li¬ 
braries,  containing  15,162  volumes. 

Among  the  nine  new  schools  which  have  been 
opened  during  the  past  year,  is  one  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  the  Five  I’oints.  The  effort,  for  a  while,  waa 
attended  with  difficulty  and  discouragement;  but  by 
perseverance,  patience  and  kindness,  existing  obsta¬ 
cles  have  been  measurably  overcome,  and  a  varying 
number  of  scholars,  to  the  amount  of  about  iOO,  may 
now  be  considered  as  ordinary  attendants.  At  first, 
says  the  Report,  “  The  dreadful  influence  of  our  cor¬ 
rupt  nature  was  manilested  in  the  conduct  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  who  were  brought  in:  but  from  a  dirty  and  half- 
naked  set  of  swearing  and  riotous  vagrants,  they  have 
been  changed  to  a  docile,  tractable,  cleanly  and  decent 
assembly,  anxious  for  instruction,  and  emulous  to  im¬ 
prove.  _  _ _ _

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INFIDEIHTV. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ber.net  (who  appears  to  be  the  Dr 
Beecher  of  London)  delivered  two  courses  of  Lectures 
in  the  metropolis,  in  February  and  March,  one,  on  the 
objections  of  infidels  to  the  Bible,  and  the  other  on  the 
evidence  of  Divine  Revelation.  Taylor,  the  celebrated 
infidel,  was  present,  at  the  first  lecture,  the  following 
account  of  which  is  given  in  the  London  World  of 
February  2lst — iV.  Y.  Obs. 

The  first  lecture  on  the  external  evidence,  was  de¬ 
livered  on  Thursday  evening  last,  on  the  impossibility 
of  imposture  in  the  scripture  miracles.  A  large  con¬ 
gregation  w’as  assemble,  among  whom  \re  observed  a 
considerable  number  of  infidels,  and  also  .Mr.  Taylor. 
The  lecture  w’as  a  bold  challenge  to  infidels,  of  which 
the  following  is  an  extract: — 

“  Yet,  after  all,  we  will  give  you  another  chance. 
You  know  that  Christians  believe  that  Jesus  raised  the 
dead  more  than  once :  You  say  that  he  only  made  peo¬ 
ple  believe  that  he  did  it.  VVell,  why  should  you 
not  do  the  same?  One  make-believe  will  be  set-off 
against  another,  and  you  will  destroy  what  you  call 
the  great  delusion.  Now  there  are  plenty  of  burial 
grounds  about  London,  and  we  may  find  some  one  who 
has  teen  interred  three  or  four  days,  so  that  he  is  fresh 
in  the  memory  of  his  friends,  and  they  can  tell  when 
they  see  him  again ;  and  we  can  find  some  sisters  who 
are  still  weeping  for  their  deceased  brother.  Now, 
gather  your  witness :  you  need  not  want  spectators. 
Go  to  the  grave;  but  stop,  go  first  to  the  house  of 
mourners,  and  take  them  with  you ;  for  they  will  care 
most  about  the  business.  When  you  are  come  to  the 
tomb,  lift  your  voice  in  bold  style,  as  you  know  well 
enough  how  to  do,  and  say,  “  Mr.  such-a-one,  rise!” — 
and  see  if  you  cannot  persuade  all  about  you  that  they 
behold  him  rising.  But  why  do  you  look  so  blank? 
What  is  the  matter  with  you?  You  have  courage 
enough  to  oppose  and  revile  Jesus;  why  have  you 
none  to  imitate  and  rival  him  ?  Are  you  saying  to  your¬ 
selves,  “  Though  we  should  make  all  the  people  fancy 
they  saw  the  dead  man  rise,  for  a  burial  ground  is  a 
fine  place  for  a  morbid  imagination  to  play  its  pranks 
in  ;  yet  this  would  not  be  enough  ;  and  the  mischief 
is,  that  we  could  not  make  the  sisters  fancy  that  their 
dead  brother  went  home  and  lived  with  them  after¬ 
wards.  If  we  could,  we  should  have  a  splendid  tri¬ 
umph  ;  for  then  we  should  be  invited  to  a  good  dinner, 
and  people  would  come  not  only  to  see  us  dine,  but  for 
the  sake  of  seeing  the  man  whom  we  raised  from  the 
dead  sitting  at  the  table  with  us,  as  multitudes  came, 

‘  not  merely  to  see  Jesus,  but  Lazarus  also,  whom  he 
raised  from  the  dead.’  ”  Well,  I  suppose  we  must 
give  it  all  up;  for  I  shall  never  persuade  you  to  try 
this  one  bold  stroke,  that  would  do  more  execution  if 
it  should  succeed,  than  all  the  petty  blow’s  you  are  now 
aiming  at  religion.  But  till  you  can  venture  upon 
this,  you  should  hold  your  peace  about  miracles;  and 
let  Christians  talk  away  here,  as  they  please ;  while 
you,  by  your  silence,  tell  aloud  that  you  cannot  an¬ 
swer  them.  For,  much  as  you  hale  the  word  mystery, 
you  must  confess  that  there  is  some  mystery  here,  that 
you  cannot  fathom ;  how  Jesus  should  satisfy  the  peo¬ 
ple  that  he  worked  miracles  upon  thousands,  and  you 
who  are  so  much  cleaverer,  cannot  make  the  people 
believe  that  you  can  work  one !  Only  recollect  that  if 
you  cannot  meet  this  arrangement,  this  one  argument, 
it  remains  a  proof  that  revealed  religion  is  true.” 

The  argumentative  defence  of  miracles  opened  the 
Lecture,  and  devotional  application  appealing  to  the 
heart  and  conscience  closed  the  address;  but  the 
body  of  the  discourse  consisted  of  a  novel  way  of  put¬ 
ting  the  question  so  home  to  common  sense  that  there 
was  no  way  of  escaping  the  appeal. 
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
